IMPORTANT LAW CASE. 


Our special correspondent at Washington 
has sent usastatementot the facts and area 
ments ina bighly interesting case now pemd- 
ing in the Supreme Court ot the United States, 
Which presents a very lapertant pomt of 
controversy, relalative to the power to etact 
laws forthe arrest aod deiivery of fugitive 
slaves.
